been accorded them ever since the 
establishment of the federal reserve 
banks, and especially during the 
stressful years of 1920 and 1921. 

Offers Credit. 

“In the late summer and autumn of 
1920, when the price of cotton was 
falling rapidly, and fears for the future 
were expressed by those who directely 
represented the farming interests, we 
issued, in order to allay the prevalent 
anxiety, statements from time to time 
to the effect: that we would extend 
ample credit accommodations, and take 
care of our banks in furnishing bunds 
to their customers for the purpose of 
preventing the dumping of cotton on 
a weak aud falling market. 

“I shall give you here some figures 
to show to what extent the Atlanta 
bank went in order to take care of 
the situation in this district. Ou 
January 1, 1920, our loans to member 
banks aggregated $38,052,000; while, 
on November 1, 1920, our total loans 
to member banks had reached the 
tremedous sum of $182,258,000. ‘The 
federal reserve notes issued by our 
bank amounted to $155,000,000 on 
January 1, 1920; and increased stead- 
ly to $174,000,000 on January 1, 1921. 
These ae at Als, were almost entirely 
for agricultural purposes. Can any 
one, in the light of these facts, as- 
sert that there was a restriction of 
credits or a contraction of currency ? 

“The Atlauta bank, during this time, 
not only loaned all its available funds, 
its capital, its surplus, and its re- 
serves; but, after all its own resources 
were enhausted, actually borrowed 
from other federal reserve banks 
$49,000,000 to take care of the situa- 
tion in this district. Does this show 


that we denied credit, or failed to do 


our duty to the country in this crisis? 
Does it not rather show that we were 
liberal—extremely liberal—in extend- 
ing credits.to our member banks? 

In Condition. 

“Tt may be interesting to you bank- 
ers, as it is a source of pride to the 
officers and directors of the federal 
reserve bank of Atlanta, that, during 
the early part of 1920—the year in 
which the inescapable fall in prices 
began—a splendidly liquid condition 
prevailed in our bank. This is shown 
hy our actual reserve ratio of cash 
against federal reserve notes and de- 
posits which was 60.6 per cent on 
Jannary 17, 1920. As late as April 
22. 1920, the Atlanta bank was E 
counting for the reserve bank of 
Boston. having previously performed 
that service also for the reserve banks 
of New York and Philadelphia. Oc- 
cupying such a strong position, we 
were able to take care of the credit 
demands of our members, and succese- 
fully protect the farming interests of 
our district. 

“Senator W. J. Harris of Georgia 
has recently introduced a bill in the 
United States senate, to amend ‘the 
federal reserve act so as to allow state 
banks with a minimum capital of 
$15,000 to become members of the fed- 
eral reserve system under certain eon- 
ditions. I think that the bill is an 
excellent one, and I trust that congress 
will enaet it into a law. The bill 
provides that a state bank with a 
eapital of $15,009 on entering the 
system, shall set aside 20 per cent 
of its net earnings each year and add 
to its capital. until it reaches 825.000. 
the minimum capital required of na- 
tional banks. E

legislation, because it would enable the 
smaller country banks to enjoy the 
privileges of membership, and place 
themselves in a position to render more 
valuable service to their communities.

No other region produces such a 
variety of forest products capable of 
supplying almost every need of Ameri- 
can forestry,” he stated, but Georgia’s 
great forest industries are on the wane. 
In the past ten years the lumber cut 
has fallen off a full third. Within the 
last 20 years the naval stores prod- 
ucts have decreased three-fourths. 
The area of virgin timber has also 
been reduced to less than 1,000,000 
acres, or one-twentieth of the original 
forest wealth or the state. Five mil- 
lion acres of forest lands have been 
swept by fire within the last decade,” 

Along Right Lines. 


That Georgia is proceeding along 
right lines, aceording to Colonel 
Greeley, is shown by the following 
statement from his letter; 

“Already your state has taken the 
initial step necessary in my judgment 
to the adoption of a comprehensive 
forest policy when it established last 
year a state board of forestry to in- 
vestigate the forest situation and 
needs of the state and to advise the 
legislature and people what they 
should do in the public interest. 

‘The next step is to give this board 
broader power. The most important 
immediate need is to stop forest fires. 
This is the most practical means for 
keeping forest lands productive after 
lumbering and of putting acres of cut- 
over lands now largely idle to work 
growing trees. An organized state sys- 
tem is indispensable to bringing this 
about, and a great deal of educational 
work is also necessary to establish 
an active public sentiment for keeping 
fires out of the woods.”

Grows in Europe, 
Declares ~ Hercod 


There is a real prohibition sentiment 
in Burope and it is steadily growing 
in strength,. according to an address 
made Thursday night in the pine. room 
of the Ansley hotel by Dr, Robert 


Hercod, of Lausanne, Switzerland 
who is head of the permanent com- 
mittee for prohibition in Europe, who 
left Atlanta Friday morning to com- 
plete his southern tour. The speaker 
was the est at a dinner given by 
Dr. Charles O. Jones, state superin- 
tendent of the Anti-Saloon league, and 
W. 8. Witham, prominent banker. 

Dr. Hereod is in the United States 
studying the situation for use in his 
work in Europe. He told of the 
methods that are being employed there 
to aid the movement for placing a 
ban on liquor, and showed that real 
progress is being made. 

Opposition Stressed. 

The only countries where there is 
little sympathy for the cause are the 
wine producing nations— France, 
Spain. Italy and Portugal. He said 
that these nations have unofficially 
banded themselves to advance the 
work of the anti-prohibiton organiza- 
tions; that these organizations are 
flooding Europe with false statemefits 
concerning the effects of prohibition in 
America, and that because of the 
ignorance of Europeans this publicity 
has hurt the work of the committee 
of which he is the head. 

Dr. Hercod’s committee is gathering 
facts of all kinds and using them in 
pamphlets, bulletins and other kinds 
of reading matter that are being eireu- 
lated throughout Europe. As an ex- 
ample of the work being done he eited 
the fact that within the last ten 
months he had delivered prohibition 
lectures in four different languages 
in more than twice as many countries. 

Leading Citizens Speak. 

A number of prominent citizens 
were guests, and each was called upon 
to give his view of the effects of pro- 
hibition and of the enforcement of the 
law. The concensus of opinion was 
that there is less drinking among the 
masses than previous to the enact- 
ment of the amendment, and that con- 
ditions as a whole are vastly improved. 
Stress, however, was laid on the fact 
that public opinion in favor of the 
rigid enforcement of the prohibition 
laws should be built up.

This “beat” phenomenon makes pos- 
sible the efficient reception of un- 
damped or C. W. waves. By a simple 
adjustment of your tuning condenser 
you can bring in signals, that are 
otherwise inaudible, and tune them to 
the note that you consider most de- 
sirable. 

If you know the ‘code, C. W. trans- 
mission and reception offers an in- 
teresting field for experimentation. 
Using these continuous waves you ¢an 
transmit much greater distances with 
a given power, and can send out waves 
that will cause a minimum of inter- 
ference. 

A very simple circuit for undamped 
wave reception was devi by De 
Forest and his engineer, Mr. Log- 
wood, and is termed the ultraudion. 
This is represented by the first dia- 
gram. The only difference between 
this and other circuits is that one ot 
the tuner leads is connected to the 
plate instead of to the filament. This 
tuner in this instance happens to be a 
loose coupler. 

Tickler Coupler Tighter. 

The second undamped wave circuit 
is the same at the damped wave feed- 
back circuit, with the exception that 
the “tickler” coupling is usually 
tighter. 

Regenerative sets having a plate 
variometer can also be used for C. W. 
reception, by the proper adjustment 
of its circuits.
